Yet To Be Won 


After a few more millions of lives are sacrificed, World 
war No. 2 will, doubtless come to an end. How soon that 
will be, of course, cannot be forecast. A victory for the Al- 
lies, however, must be the result. 

Twenty-three years ago today the Allies won the bloody 
conflict on the battlefields of Europe.. In the years since then, 
however, the battle of peace was lost. History has proven it 


‘gs easier to win armed conflicts than it is to maintain peace. 


The battle of peace, therefore, is yet to be won. As na- 
tions prepare for an ‘‘all out’’ war, so nations must prepare 
for a permanent peace. 

On paper, nations of the world declare they want peace. 
Only 12 years ago, under the Kellogg-Briand pact, 62 of the 
world’s leading powers pledged themselves to renounce war 
as an instrument of policy. Pacts, however, contain only 
words and words alone cannot stop bullets or thwart aggres- 
sivé powers. 

The soldiers, living and dead, whom America honors on 
Armistice day, won their victory. Their sacrifice is a chal- 
lenge—and perhaps a reproach—to America to win the bat- 
tle of peace when Armistice No. 2 sounds the call to cease 
fighting.
